Under the provisions of rule 9 (4) of the Bengal. Electoral Rules, the existi 
Electoral Roll for the Dacea University constituency, which was prepared in 1926, 
will cease to be in force about the end of September 1929, and it is now necessary to 
take steps for the preparation of a new Electoral Roll. Under the terms of ph 
12 of Schedule II of the Bengal Electoral Rules, a person 1s ualified as an elector 
for the Dacca Universit, constituency who (1) has a pispe of residence in Bengal 
and is a member of the Court or a registered graduate of the University, or (2) has a 
lace of residence in tne Dacca Division or in the Chittagong. Division, and would 
qualified to be registered as & graduate of the University, if he had not, before 
the lst April 1920, been registered as a graduate of an other Indian University. No 
rson can vote at any general election both in the Calcutta Uxirossisy and in the 
Bacce University constituency. Graduates of the beanie 8 of Dacca o three years’ 
standing or upwards, who have not yet been enrolled as Registered Graduates, are 
advised to apply for registration (in the prescribed form which can be obtained gratis 
from the Registrar’s office) on payment of the prescribed fee (Rs. 5 only) as early 
as possible. The names of graduates enrolled up to the 15th June 1929 will be 
included in the draft Electoral Roll. According to University Ordinance, the fee 
for the renewal of registration of graduates for any session must be paid not later 
than the 30th July of that session. Registered graduates who do not pay the renewal 
fee for the session 1929-30 by the 30th of July will not be entitled to take part in 
the next election to the Bengal Legislative council from the Dacca University 
constituaucy: All graduates (old or new) paying their registration or renewal fees 
after the 15th June 1929 will, under Government orders, be required to prefer claims 
or objections in regard to the preparation of Electoral Roll by the 9th August 1929 
to the Revising Authority for the Dacca University constituency whose name and 
address will be duly notified along with the publication of the Draft Electoral Roll. 
Persons not enrolled as registered graduates should get their names istered in 


time to enable them to file claims and objections under section XI of the = 


Electoral Rules by the 9th August 1929. Otherwise, their names, may not be inclu 
in the Electoral Roll. Prescribed forms (to. be obtained from the Registrar's office) 
must be used in connection with the registration or renewal of registration of 
aduates, and fees must be paid into the Accounts Department of the University 
y _m, on working days. omen graduates and women members of the Court are 
entitled to the franchise on the same terms as men.
